FAMOUS HOARDS 

The Collins Find of 1828 Half Cents (1894). Circa 1894, Benjamin H. 
Collins, a Washington, DC, numismatist, acquired a bag of half cents 
dated 1828, of the 13-stars variety. It is believed that about 1,000 coins 
were involved, all bright uncirculated. By the early 1950s all but a few 
hundred had been distributed in the marketplace, and by now it is likely 
that all have individual owners.

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NOTGELD? 

Notgeld literally means "emergency or necessity money". It was spe¬ 
cial money issued mainly by Germany to deal with the hard economic 
crisis that was brought on by World War I. The first appearance of the 
emergency money was in Germany in July, 1914 and was produced on 
heavy paper. From the start of World War I in 1914 through the end of 
the war in 1918, many nations were going through hard economic times. 
The worst was yet to come for right after the war there was a period that 
lasted several years that had what has been refer to as "hyperinflation 
inferno" throughout Europe. 

Many explanations has been given for this period but the more proba¬ 
bly explanation was an increase in silver value. Silver coins quickly dis¬ 
appeared from circulation and fewer coins were struck in the mints due 
to fewer workers and product shortages. Later nickel and copper coins 
were hoarded and some large cities started hoarded coins for unknown 
contingencies. 

Many towns and villages began to print their own money, that would 
depict the town's buildings, industry or local people. The money was 
usually only valid in the town that produced it. As time went on Notgel 
was often produced with a very high degree of artistic quality in a re¬ 
markable variety of styles. In addition to Germany, Notgeld was printed 
in Austria, Poland, Denmark, Russia and Lithuania.

The below election medal portrays a 
beardless Abe. It is made of white metal and nearly the size of a quarter. 
The obverse legend introduces the candidate: ABRAHAM LINCOLN / 
BORN FEB. 12.1809. The reverse states the Republican platform: RE¬ 
PUBLICAN CANDIDATE / 1860 / NO MORE SLAVE TERRI¬ 
TORY. 



Stephen Douglas, a Democrat, was Lincoln's principal opponent. The 
newspaper ad, pictured below, clearly illustrates the Democrat position 
on slavery. The stage was thus set for Civil War.

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Finding a Counterfeit

This past month’s auction saw a first time experience for me. I called a 
stop on an auction item because I thought it was a counterfeit. Fortu¬ 
nately, for me, there was a scale on-hand, and the item’s weight proved 
my assumption to be correct. In this case, the questionable coin, which 
looked like an 1882-CC Morgan dollar, was overweight. Typically, 
these typically Chinese counterfeits are underweight, and this one was 
different in that regard. 

I felt badly for the consignor who, evidenced by his reaction, obviously 
didn’t know that the alleged coin was not genuine. It’s never any fun for 
me, relating such information, being the bearer of bad news. The con¬ 
signor asked me a fair question though - one that time and circum¬ 
stances, an auction in process, didn’t give me ample time to respond. 

The question was, “Flow do you know? “ All I could say at the time 
was, “It’s the look” and “I’ve seen many of these.” I thus felt badly that 
I couldn’t adequately explain what I saw, so here goes. 

To my experience, the most commonly seen counterfeits nowadays are 
“silver” dollars. Those bearing a better date or being a better type coin 
always deserve close scrutiny. Next, I note that the color of the Chinese 
counterfeits is more often a light, washed-out gray hue. The condition of 
these typically reveals XF detail. The evidenced “wear” is not that 
which circulation would render. The dies were tooled so that when the 
“coin” was struck, the “wear” is built into the strike. The rims tend to 
look thicker, and despite the appearance of little wear, the details lack 
sufficient crispness or high relief that Morgans evidence. These counter¬ 
feits tend to exhibit the lower relief that’s typical on Peace dollars. If 
one balances a Morgan on a fingertip and strikes the rim with another 
coin, a sustained, high-pitched ring can be heard. Lacking silver content, 
or even perhaps even with a little silver, the counterfeits will not per¬ 
form as a real silver dollar. 

There are other telling aspects to the modern counterfeits, and these can 
be found at online websites. One of my personal, favorite websites is 
Coin Community Forum. One can Google that website and type 
“Chinese counterfeit” in the search box. Continued page 6

Finding a Counterfeit (Continued) 

I have a number of counterfeits in my collection; their being study 
pieces that I’ve previously used to educate myself and fellow collectors. 
Having seen so many of the counterfeit Morgans in antique malls and 
even coin dealer’s cases, I’m fairly quick to recognize most such items. I 
will say that there are some better quality counterfeits out there that re¬ 
quire closer scrutiny. Some are even housed in counterfeit slabs of re¬ 
spected third party graders! This is why some companies have adopted an 
online registry to confirm their slab numbers. 

Should any of our members somehow acquire a counterfeit, I’d en¬ 
courage them to use the piece to educate fellow collectors. Years ago, I 
unknowingly purchased a counterfeit gold coin at a country auction. It’s 
gold, but was not struck at the U.S. Mint. I once heard a respected and 
knowledgeable coin dealer say, “If I don’t purchase a counterfeit now 
and then, I’m not doing enough business!” Lesson learned ....

Why not look for an MS-67 or even an MS-68? For the common dates, 
these are, believe it or not - only going to cost in the low hundreds of 
dollars. 

Encapsulated or slabbed coins from the time when “silver” truly 
meant silver, may not get all the way up to MS-70. But there are some 
amazingly good looking coins in here among the Morgan and Peace dol¬ 
lars, as well as among the Walking Liberty and Franklin halves. Finding 
just one in the highest possible grade might be a way to add a crown 
jewel to your collection. 

There is another area in which a person can collect, and yes, there are 
some encapsulated coins within this area. But there are many raw coins 
that will probably never be slabbed. Ancient and medieval coins have 
been graded and slabbed far less than classic United States and world 
coins, simply because each one is something of a unique work of art. 
There was never a single silver penny of King Edward I that was minted 
to what would get called MS-70 standards today. Nor were there Roman 
or Greek pieces, even in the relatively soft metal, gold, that were made to 
the standards mints have achieved today. But that doesn’t mean there are 
no gorgeous pieces from the medieval and ancient times. 

Using that King Edward I silver penny as an example, look for a piece 
that is well centered, that has no problems or blemishes in the planchet 
itself, that has letters that are readable, that has an image of the king that 
is well stamped and not worn or blurred. In short, look for a piece that 
could be considered good enough to be shown in a museum. 

Using a Greek piece as a second example, perhaps a Corinthian stater, 
look once again for a well centered piece, with the figure on the obverse 
and the Pegasus on the reverse boldly struck and still showing plenty of 
detail. A collector doesn’t need a third party opinion to determine the 
grade of the coin, because there is no one-point hair splitting for such 
series. A person only needs their own sharp eye. 

The prices for coins like these two examples, and a multitude of oth¬ 
ers, remains a matter of the buyer and the seller agreeing. A person can 
be pleasantly surprised at how affordable a piece of the ancient world can 
be. 

“The best a man can get.” It worked when selling razor blades, and it 
can work when eyeing and buying coins. Whether you look at the most 
modern of pieces, classic US coinage, or something even farther back in 
history, there are plenty of beautiful coins to add to any growing collec¬ 
tion that may just prove to be “the best a collector can get.”

Classic US and foreign, in mint 
state 

Getting back beyond the modern, perfect 
coins, we land in the area that many of us 
love, and love to collect: classic United States 
coins. While MS-70 still constitutes a perfect 
coin, how many of them do we actually ex¬ 
pect to see when we are talking about early proof coins, or when we are 
looking at what more generally gets called “better MS” coins? 

If the answer to that is: zero, then we need to re-think just what the 
best possible coin actually is. Sticking with the idea of encapsulated 
coins can lead a person to the statistics compiled by the various third 
party grading services. But there is a more practical way to approach 
getting the best one can. Again, it’s the price. 

Silver dollars and half dollars are arguably the most encapsulated of 
United States coins, or at least, if they are not, they have to be pretty 
close. Take Franklin half dollars, for example. Many of them can be had 
in higher mint state grades, meaning at least MS-65. Checking any major 
price listing reveals that some of them can be obtained in MS-66, or in PF 
-66, meaning it was a proof that was encapsulated. But why stop there? 
Why not look for an MS-67 or even an MS-68? For the common dates, 
these are, believe it or not - only going to cost in the low hundreds of 
dollars.

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The Best Coin A Collector Can Get 
by Mark Benvenuto 

“The best a man can get” used to be the slogan of Gillette, and one can 
only imagine how many razors it sold. Among serious coin collectors and 
their purchases, there has always been a mentality that gets pretty close to 
this, and it has only been fueled in the past few years by the encapsulation 
of modern coins that have come right from the world’s major Mints. 

While all of us want quality coins, this mind set can be frustrating at times. 
Thus, for those of us without thousands of dollars to spend (or more!) on a 
single coin, here’s something of a guide to aiming for the best. 

Modern Coins and MS-70 

Those of us who were actively collecting in the 1980’s probably re¬ 
member all the discussion and argument about a numeric scale for grading 
coins, about how permanent different types of holders could be, and about 
how coins would ultimately be graded if one side was noticeably in worse 
condition than the other. At the same time all this was occurring, the 
United States Mint was reviving a commemorative coin program, and they 
and other world Mints go into the game of producing gold and silver bul¬ 
lion coins for both trade on the world’s metals markets, and for collectors. 

Since then, almost none of the collector coins produced, be they com¬ 
memorative or bullion, every circulated or received much wear. And 
plenty of them made their trip to one of the third party grading services. 

All of this translates into multiple possibilities for adding a coin to your 
collection that grades MS-70. 

While this seems like a great possibility, this is also the point at which 
we come to our first decision: just how much are we willing to pay for per¬ 
fection? For example, if an MS-70 example of a coin costs $50, and the 
MS-69 version costs $20, most of us would shell out the extra. 

But what happens when the MS-70 piece costs $500, and the MS-69 
costs only $50 (or, if you are dealing with gold, what happens if the price 
is $3,000 for the MS-70, and only $1,300 for the MS-69)? Ah well now, 
here is where most of us will balk. After all, that MS-70 versus MS-69 
difference is probably invisible to the naked eye, or to the untrained one. 
It’s probably fair to say that most of us will opt for the less expensive 
piece, given this choice.

HARD TIMES TOKENS (Continued) 

During the so-called hard times era, large cent-sized tokens circulated, 
too. These tokens possessed a cent’s worth of copper. Many of them, 
typically dated 1837 or 1841, closely resembled a large cent. Some of 
them display “Not One Cent” within a wreath on the reverse. Still others 
offer political sentiments while many of the tokens advertised goods and 
services. 

There are literally hundreds of varieties of Hard Times tokens avail¬ 
able to collectors. The most common of these are scarcer that 1909-S 
VDB cents yet now sell for twenty dollars or less in lower grades. Unlike 
the commonly seen wheat cent design, the Hard Times token series offers 
a wide variety of pictorials, like a running boar, a mythical phoenix aris¬ 
ing from flames, an eagle grasping a snake in its beak, a jackass and 
more....All in all, this series is a delightful one to collect and cause one 
to contemplate history!
